This lesson occurred shoot .two 
month* before tbo cruclUxIon, Jeqw 
belDg fn Befhabtr* at the tlmo of toll 
call (See John 10:40; 1:28). There 
■n four recorded cases of rerarrec- 
tion from, the dead: Jains' daughter 
(Matt. 9), the ton of the widow of 
Hein (Lake 7), Lninrns, and bum Je- 
na after his crucIOxiou (John 20). 

I. The Lateen of Unbelief. Bethany, 
the home of Lazarus, la on the soath- 
•astsjrn elope of ML Olivet, two miles 
from Jerusalem, Christ dad bin dls- 
dplet were on the east aide of the Jor- 
dan, having been driven there by the 
hostility of the Jew h (John 10:31). He 
purposely delays his stay In that since 
that thla event might (Its an Oppor- 
tunity for 'the nianirettallon of his* 
wonderworking power. This delay 
was in fsce of his supernatural knowl- 
edge that Lnsarns' sickness bad bees 
fatal, for he said plainly to hi s disci- 
ples,' "Lassrns is dead." Philosophers 
have often colled detth a sleep, but al- 
ways one from which there wss no 
■wakening ; heuce the skepticism of 
these .slBtera le not surprising. (1) 
They limited the power of Jesus to his 
person— "If thou hadst been here." (2) 
They also limited his power to a cer- 
tain place, "If then hadst been here" 
(v. 21)* \ ■ 

II. The Lesson of Pain. The suffer- 
ing of these sisters produced sacrifice 
and self-devotion. Suffering brings 
blessing to others. It is slso it mesne 
Of self-culture. Suffering drives til to 
the Christ, and reveals to n ; the un- 
realized side of Quiet's character 
(v. 20). Jesus Is often never mors 
kind than nheh he seems to be least- 
kind. In the midst of ber skepti- 
cism end pal n Jesus gave Martha a 
new aud glorious thought about the 
resurrection, "I am the resurrection 
and the life." If we desire that all 

we bars to do Is to get Jesus himself 
(I John 0:12). BesoiTectlon has to. 
do with the body, and life ban to do 
with the spirit, (John 17:8). All will 
ultimately experience resurrection, but 
only* those who belief e on bint re- 
ceive life (John 8;S8). There, is a 
resurrection of life and there is a 
resurrection of dammit Eon (John 
E:29). . Martha answered. "Kesi Lord, 
I believe that thon art the Christ, the 
Bon of God." It IS 'ell-important that 
we should really believe that (John 
20:31; [John 5:1-5). 
- III. The Lseaon of Love, Love 'al- 
ways manifests Itself In deeds. Mar- 
tha secretly and qnlchly arose and 
left the walling friends to ' go and 
meet the waiting Master. . "The Mas- 
ter Is corae." He Still comes, and 
calls to ns. and. If, like Martha, we 
spring np Kindly to meet him, he will 
SU our Uvea wltn blesalng'and Joy. Je- 
na came, to these sisters individu- 
ally (tt. 21, 28). He bad entered the 
danger sone ' in order to be then 
(r. 8), and it' was Thomas, the 
doubter, who wanted to accompany 
him (v. 10). "Jesns wept," not with 
the walling- of professional mourners, 

- bnt with the silent, grief -stricken sis- 
ters. 

IV. The- Lesson of Power. Jesus 
bid let natural causes work to their 
fullest extent Coming to the tomb, 
Jesus, said (v. .30), "Take, ye away 
the stone." It was -four days after the 
death of Latarns before' he came 
forth. Jesus" was soon to die and 
rise In three dayt after his entomb- 
ment. The stone had to be removed 
from the' tomb of Laxsrns; it rolled 
Itself away from the tomb of Christ. 
Ihe restrictions which Christ pieced 
upon, his exercise of power, viz.. thst 
lie sllowed Lazarus to die, to be 
burled.' and his body to reach the 

- point of putrefaction, and, not to come 
Forth until Jesus himself. In hit body, 
ml present st the tomb, emphasises 
the lesson of the restraint, of power 
Tor the. glory of Qod, Out of such 
•xtreme circumstances of seeming ltn- 
;oBSlblttty "Qod manifested his glory 
(Bom. 8:28).
